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The Albany Office advised that Freda Berrigan, mother of 
Daniel Berrigan, was undergoing surgery for a hip fracture at 
St. Joseph’s Hospital, Syracuse, New York, 5/29/70. Milgg|gperrigan 
is an elderly woman whose physical ^condition was compli|||pJ by a 
heart ailment and there was some question if she could sumt*# the 
operation. Daniel Berrigan, a Bureau fugitive, is known to be very 
close to his mother and reportedly has been in touch with her 
since he has been sought. In view of the strong possibility that 
Daniel Berrigan would come to/nolpital to see his mother, Albany 
requested and was granted authority to afford twenty-four hour 
coverage of the hospital in the event he showed up, necessitating the 
A gents* to perform work on a holiday and weekend with holiday pay. 

This case concerns a group known as "Catonsville 9” who 
were responsible for the destruction of selective service records at 
Catonsville, Maryland, on 5/17/68. Daniel Berrigan was one of five

?begin serving prison sentences for his conviction in this matter. Three 
of these’five subjects have been apprehended by Bureau Agents and 
investigation is being vigorously pursued to apprehend the remaining 
two subjects.:

Reverend Daniel Berrigan was one of nine individuals 
who called themselves the "Catonsville Nine" who, on May 17,. 

1968, removed draft files from a local draft board in Catonsville, 
Maryland, and burned them. All were convicted of violating the 
Selective .Service Act and the Destruction of Government Property 
Statute. :Berxigan has been sought as a Federal fugitive since 
he failed to surrender himself to the U. S. Marshal on April 9, 
1970, to begin serving his jail sentence following the refusal 
of the U. S. Supreme Court to hear the appeal in this case. 

After several attempts were made by an FBI Agent of 
our New York Office to arrange for an interview with 
Philip Nobile to obtain information to assist in locating 
Berrigan, Philip Nobile telephonically contacted the New York 
Office: of the FBI on July 7, 1970, and he stated that he would 
not furnish-any information which would assist in-locating 
Berrigan.

"DuPont's City in Del." and "Windy City" to designate Philadelphia, 

New Haven, Wilmington and Chicago. No other code or cipher was found.
